Appointments. 


The members of the new city council 


<!1<1 more work lost night than they have 
accomplished since their organization. 
The council room was crowded and the 
session lasted until nearly 11 o'clock. 
There were several matters of Importance 
which were discussed. The mayor fin- 
Iqhed his appointments of the police force 
and also appointed tbb members of the 
board of health. The question of salaries 
was finally settled. The pay for the day 
laborers cause* a good deal of discussion 
and It was finally decided to give them 
$1.75 a day for nine hours work. The 
granting of polio* power to special poMce- 
men and the question as to whether or not 
they should receive any pay from the city 
ciased a good deal of talk and was laid 
over. The' prospective .erection of the 
DanzeSsen slaughter house south of the 
city wag discussed at length and finally re- 
ferred to a special committee. 


The Appointments. 


There were four policemen who were 


not appointed at the last meeting.with the 
others. Three of the men who now hold 
office were re-appointed and one other was 
appointed to fill a vacancy on the force. 
The appointments made by Mayor Taylor 
and confirmed by the council were as fol- 
lows:

Policemen—Edward Leech, P. W. Don-

The total amount saved to the city 


by the reductions is about $2800. The 
only increase is in the case of the City 
Engineer, where $500 a year m ore is 
paid, but this is offset twice by abo Hah 
ing the office of sewer inspector, whose 
duties are combined with those of the 
City Engineer, and who was paid $1020 
a year. 


The salary committee made a majority 


and minority report. 
There were some 


differences in the amounts 01 the two re 
port* but the greatest was In the city en- 
gineer and tbe flre clilet. Mr.'Dewltt 
made a motion to accept the minority re 
port but this was lost. Mr. Gogerty 
moved to have the salaries raised as their 
work was hard and be also wanted tbe 
street laborers to have $1 76 per day. This 
proposition wai applauded by tbe specta- 
tors 
Mr. Knowlcon was also In favor of 


paying this amount to tbe laborers. £>e- 
witt wanted tbe salary of tbe water in- 
spector raised to tbe amount of tbe city 
electrician and tbe motion carried. Mr. 
Drake moved cbnt the salary of the city 
engineer be cot down to $1200 per year. 
The mayor called attention to the council 
that tbe members wanted the proper man 
in the office of engineer and that a com- 
petent person bad been appointed. He 
bad agreed to come nt a certain price and 
his salary should not now be cut down. 
& vote was taken and the motion to cut 
down tbe engineer's salary was lost 8 to 
6, those voting In favor of leaving It at 
$1500 being Gigetty, Gebbart, Heefe, 
Knowlton, Matbias, Montgomery, Wat- 
son and Young. Later in tbe meeting 
after the salary question bad been dis- 
posed of a vote was taken to reconsider 
and Mr. Drake wanted tbe salary of tbe 
wiper at tbe water works raised from $50 
pur month to $55 and tbe operators at tbe 
filter bouse from $45 to $fO. This was 
carried by a vote of 13 to 1 Bold being 
tbe only one to vote against it. The dis- 


cussion on the price to be paid to tbe 
street laborers was settled at $1.75 per day 
for nine hours work. 


The Special Police. 


Application for tbe appointments of 


tbe following men were read by the clerk: 
M. Morentz, George Eossleok for tbe 
fourth ward, W. H. Horton, Horace Dav- 
enport for tbe fifth ward, A. Ford for tbe 
levee district, John Lilly, A. J. Lowry, 
Charles Dnnnagan for tbe depot police- 
man, A. W. Hendrlcks to receive $15 per 
month from the city, and L. S. Cool to 
receive $16 a month from tbe city. De 
wltt moved that Ford !*> granted polite 
power. Mr. Montomery wanted tbe mat- 
ter to be referred to the mayor and city 
marshal to report back to the council. 
Mr. Gogerty didn't think it was necee- 
eary to refer it to the mayor. There was 
an ordinance which would not allow the 
city to pay anything to special policemen 
and unless that was changed tbe $15 per 
month conld not be given to any of the 
men. A motion to refer to tbe mayor and 
marshal was lost by a vote of 5 to 9. De- 
wltt said that Mr. Ford only wanted po- 
lice power and that he was not to be paid 
anytblng by tbe city and a vote was taken 
which resulted in his being granted tbe 
police power. 
On motion of Mr. Gogerty 


Horace Davenport was granted 
police 


power. Mr. Mathlas moved that tbe pe- 
tition of Jack Lilly take tbe same course. 
Tbe mayor said that tbe petition aaked 
for $15 a month from the city trad that it 
would be necessary to remove tbat clause 
If It were to go the same course. 
After 


some discussion tbe whole matter wa* de- 
ferred until tbe council shall know just 
what the city is going to do In regard to 
paying tbe special police. 


The Packing Hoase. 


A petition signed by tbe officers of tbe 


Greenwood cemetery and a number of 
citizens was presented to the council. It 
asked that Danzeisen & Sons be allowed 
to erect a slaughter house south of tbe 
olty.and that those already located there 
be removed If possible. A motion by Do- 
wltt and seconded by Mathiae to lay on 
tbe table carried but in a short time tbe 
vote w»s reconsidered. Mr. Montgomery 
said that tbe petition was not only signed 
by tbe cemetery officers but that some of 
tbe citizens complained of tbe slaughter 
houses being a nnieance. Mr. Powers and 
Mr. Ullrich were both annoyed at their 
homes by tbe smell. In view of tbe fact 
that the petition was signed by so many 
persons Mr. Montgomery thought that it 
ought not to be laid on the table but 
should 
be more seriously considered 


Mutbias insisted tbat there was no neces- 
sity for tbe new packing bouse being a 
nuisance and Dewitt said if it waa a nui- 
sance tbe city bad tbe power to stop H. 
Mr. Young spoke of the bad odors which 
came from tbe slaughter houses now lo- 
cated south of tbe city and said tbat the 
rights of the people living in tbat neigh- 
borhood should be respected, and tbat 
there was a law prohibiting slaughter 
houses being located inside tbe city lim- 
its. Mr. Montgomery said tbat at times 
poeple who were attending funerals in tbe 
cemetery became ill on account of tbe bad 
smell. After tbe reconsideration of the 
vote on the petition tbe report of the com- 
mittee appointed to Investigate tbe mat- 
ter was read and tbe two wore acted upon 
at once. Tbe report recommended that 
the firm not be allowed to erect tbe pack- 
ing bouse. Mr. Mongomerv moved that 
tbe report 
of tbe 
committee be ac- 


cented and that the prayer of the petition 
ors be granted. Mr. Dewitt took up tbe 
Sght. He said tbat tbe kind of bnildinee 
which were to be erected would cost about 
$16,000. It would be modern in ever" re- 
spect and there would be no bad odors at 
all. 
There were many other nuisances 


around the city which were much worse 
than tbe slaughter house would ever be. 
Tbe dumping grounds was one of them. 
His idea was to allow tbe bouse to be 
built and then have tbe slaughter bouses 
conducted 
according to law, a thing 


which the Danzeisen firm was willing to 
do if allowed to build their place. Mr. 
Yonng said be was tbe last man to retard 
any improvements but tbat when so many 
citizens petitioned the council tbe matter 
conld 
not 
be overlooked. While tbe 


•laughter ho ass m ight be kept clean he 
did not think it passible for live stock to 
be kept without any objectionable odors. 
Mr. Gogerty said the city bad no right to 
stop the erection of the building. Tbe 
gas house be thought was much wo so 
than the slaughter house. He said tbat 
when be passed there be bad to put his 
band down bis throat to ksep from cbok 
ing and be never found it necessary to do 
tbat while passing the slaughter bouse. 
Mr. Montgomery said it was simply a 
difference in tastes. Mr. Gogerty thought 
tbat if tbe city wai going to driva out the 
meat It had also better drive out tbe beat 
and light Tbe vote was taken on tbe 
acceptance of tbe report and tbe granting 
of tbe petition WBS lost, five alderman, 
Gebhart, Hill, Enowlton, Montgomery 
and Young voting In fjvor of granting the 
petition. Dewitt then moved tbat tbe 
mayor appoint a committee of three alder- 
men wbu with tbe city attorney should 
draw up an ordinance regulating the 
slaughter houses. This was carried and 
later Mayor Taylor appointed Drake, Am 
rnann and Keefe as tbe committee.

rests had been made during the month. 
Fines asstswd $156; fines collected, old 
and new $387.60. 


The report* of tbe justices of the peace 


were referred to tbe city attorney. 


An Ordinance.

duties of tbe city electrician and rnies in 
regard to electric work in the city. Toe 


ordinance was placed upon its passage and 
adopted,

In all these 
cities it is cafe to estimate, as in tlic 
case of Boston, tbat over half goes to 
maintaining- the fire engine service. If 
:his annual itena were reduced by from 
10 per cent, to 75 per cent, it would 
mean the saving of hundreds of dol- 
ars. 


It is claimed by firemen that some 


great improvement in fire engines is 
necessary to cope with the growth of 
sky-scrapers. The steam horse engine 
bas reached its limit of power, and jet 
LS inadequate. 
The self-propeller, or 


iorseless steam engine, has been called 
into service, because an engine of the 
necessary weight and pumping power 
for fighting fire in ithe high buildings of 
business centers cannot be pulled with 
sufficient speed even by the strongest 
horses. Its ponderousness makes i t un- 
manageable. 


But w ith the electric engine almost 


any desired power canbeobtained. The 
ordinary fire engine, for instance, has 
about 20 horse power. 
But •« ith 220 


vcSHs on the Edison triple-wire system 
the electric dynamo engine can be grad- 
uated up to from 50 to 150 horse power. 
There » ould then be hardly any limit to 
the height of stream and volume of 
wsjer that could be thrown upon a fire 
—and this, too, by a comparatively frail 
e'igine", weighing 2,000 pounds or less 
The original cost of such dynamos 
would be only about $2,000, while the 
present steam engines cost from $3,500 
to $4,000. 


The adoption of electricity asapump- 


ing power ivould naturally lead to the 
attachment of a,n electrical search ligftt 
to the engine. With n good arc light 
nith reflector and lens mounted on a 
fire engine the darkest recesses of a 
smoking building could be lighted up. 
The electric search light is of course 
an impossibility with thepresentsteain 
fire engine.

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Athens, May 19.—A Lamia dispatch 


received at ten o'clock this forenoon, an- 
nounces that th8 white flag is hol.ted be- 
tween the Greek and TurkUh armies and 
that Crown Prince Constantino Is author- 
ized to suspend hostilities with a view of 
arranging an armistice. A panic pre- 
vails at Lamia owing to the report that 
the criminals will be released from the 


jails.

Uusfco-furklih Alliance Would Me»n the 


low of India. 


Paris, May 18.—Sir Ellis Ashmead 


Bartlett was seen today by yonr represen- 
tative, Sir Ellis being on hie way to Lon- 
don from Constantinople. Ho bad seen 
some criticisms passed upon him for hl< 
personal friendship for the Sultan, and In 
replying he said in justification: 


"It is true that I stand in a position of 


peculiar advantage with regard to Turkey 
nnd its sovereign, simply because I have 
always advocated the policy of friendship 
and alliance with the Ottoman Empire 
that wa= pursued by Disraeli and all the 
greatest ministers. 
My convictions on 


this point are that It Is vital for England 
to keep Russia out of Constantinople, 
which would, in Russian hands, be the 
jzroatest place ofj arms and oommeros In 
the world. 


' The Russian Black Sea fleet allied 


with the French fleet would drive the 
British fleet to Gibraltar; Egypt would be 
seized and probably Malta also. 


"Do you concede England to be power 


less to bold her own against Russia under 
suoh circumstances? 


"k'es Rnbila would have the whole 


fighting force of Turkey, the finest In the 
world, organized and armed under Rus- 
sian officers and England would b« una- 
ble to hold India against an army of 700,- 


OOu Turks [led by European officers. 
I 


have seen the Turks In action; I know 
the opinion concerning their fighting 
qualities that Is held by experienced Eu- 
ropean commanders who have watched 
them In the present campaign, and if the 
Caliph of Islam was under Russian con- 
trol the Qbeen's 60,040,000 Mussulman 
subjects in India would be under Russian 
control also. 


"I believe that policy and justice de- 


mands equal treatment for Turks and 
Christians by England, on which account 
I avow and have espoused the cause of the 
Ottoman Empire. I know the great ma i 
of Turks to be honest, temperate, kind, 
and above all, courageous. 


"But do you consider Turkish admin- 


istration needs no reformf" 


"I admit that the Turkish government 


needs Improvements, but that can belt be 
secured by temperate cdvloe and friendly 
pressure from England. 
The recent vllli- 


fl cat Ion and coercion as I can (ay from 
personal 
knowledge of 
bis majesty's 


mind, have only driven the Sultan to rely 
upon Russia and Germany and If pursued 
will be calamitous to British Interesti in 
the east. I espoused the Ottoman cause 
in the height of the atrocity fever when 
no other man In England did so. The 
Turks, are naturally, extremely grateful 
'or this support. 


"When the Soltan heard that I wai go- 


ing to follow the campaign in Tbewaly, 
be gave particular orders to the Vails and 
Edhem Pasha that special facilities be 
given to iny party to see all tbat we wish- 
ed

of the war. When I left the front on May 
I3, I intended to resume my parliamen- 
tary duties on the 18th, but fortune willed 
otherwise.
